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PREFACE. 

Our  object  in  issuing  this  book,  is  to  ooUect  in  a  form  for 
preservation  the  several  incidents  most  prominent  in  the 
history  of  the  town,  from  its  setUement  to  the  present  time. 
We  do  not  claim  that  it  is  complete,  as  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  condense  the  mitfcer,  m  order  to  furnish  a  book  at 
a  price  so  low  that  all  can  afford  a  copy. 

We  have  also  been  unable  to  give  the  necessary  time  to 
a  thorough  search  for  material ;  indeed,  it  is  impossible  to 
give  a  full  account  of  several  iacidents  relating  to  its  early 
history:  yet,  enough 'has  been  collected  to  give  the  reader 
a  fair  view  of  the  events  that  have  occured  during  the  cen- 
tury that  has  passed  since  our  ancestors  commenced  their 
struggle  for  subsistence  among  these  rugged  hills. 

In  collecting  the  dates  and  other  matter  for  this  work,  we 
have  received  valuable  assistance  from  Hon.  J.  N.  Dunham, 
of  Pittsfield,  Mass.  Philo  Carpenter,  of  Chicago,  HI.  Rev. 
A.  Deming,  L.  McCullock  Esq.  and  others,  of  Savoy,  Mass. 
and  their  kindness  will  ever  be  remembered  bv  the 
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from  hie  bargain  because  the  hmd  was  not  so  good  as  rep . 
relented.  In  the  grant  to  Col.  Bullcck,  it  was  stipulated 
that  three  rightH,  of  380  acres  each,  nhould  be  reserved  for 
the  following  uses,  viz. :  one  as  a  donation  for  the  first 
settled  minister,  one  for  the  miniBlrv  forever,  and  one  for 
the  use  of  schools;  thus  securing  religious  and  education- 
al advantages  before  any  settlement  was  made. 

The  first  settlement  in  town  was  made  in  1777  by  a  miiii 
named  Robinett,  who  located   near  where   the  Goal- kiln '^ 
now  stand.     How  long  he   remained,  or  wha,t  became  <  -i 
bim  we  a^e  unable  to  learn.     Capt.  Lemuel  Hathaway,  of 
Tsunton,  came  into  the  south  part  of  this  town  during  tl: 
same  year.    Mr.  Hathaway  was  an  able  man,   and  his  de 
scendants  are  people  of  good  character.    His  great  grandi 
son.  Rev.  C.  L.  Waite,  is  now   pastor  of  the  UniYersalist- 
Church  at   Orange,   Miss. 

About  this  time  other  families  commenced  clearing  landj 
in  the  north  part  of  the  'cv-ti.   cno  en  the   "  Dunham  "  lot  ■ 
(now  occupied  by  James  Kelly,)    in  School  District  No.  4,f 
another,  a  Mr.   Bishop,    located  on  land   now   owned   by| 
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Leonard  McCulL  >ck,  in  the  part  of  the  town  called  "  New 
State."  another  on  the  "Goff"  place,  and  pncthcr  on  the 
hill  north  of  the  Hollow.  These  men,  when  clearing  land, 
often  "  exchanged  work  "  all  labaring  toget-ier,  for  a  given 
time,  at  each  place. 

In  those  diys  ther3  were  no  roads,  and  soms  of  the  men 
being  obliged  to  go  to  Adams  a  ad  work,  to  earn  provisions 
for  their  families,  brought  the  meal,  snd  other  commodities 
npon  their  shoulders.     Some  who  had  trades,  would  go  to 
Troy  and  other  places  for  work,   leaving  ^heir  courageous 
wives  to  superintend  affairs  at  home.    In  several  instance 'S', 
these  plucky  women  remained  for  a  number  of  weeks    lit- 
erally alcne  in  a  wilderness,  surrounded  by  wolves,  bears, 
pnd  ether  animals.  There  is  a  tradition  that  one  lady  staid 
many  nights  with  nothing  but  blankats  to  kaep  the  wolves 
from  her  window.  Many  of  the  settlers  passed  their   first 
night  under  an  upturned  hogshead,  to  protect  themselves 
from  wild  beasts.    All  the  houses  were   built  of  logs,  and 
people  who  kept  sheep  or  swine,  made  pens  for  them   be- 
neath some  window,  that  they  might  be  easily   reached  in 
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tune  Of  danger.    One  man,  returning  from   Adams  in  the 
evening,  was  foUowed  for  .ome  distance,  by  a  bear  walking 
upon  its  hind  feet,  ready  to  give  an   unwelccme  hng,  but 
the  resolute  pioneer,  turning  about,    commenced  a  lecture 
which  so  disconcerted  Bruin,  that  he  left  in  disgust. 

For  S3verj:  years  after  the  first  settlement,  the  colonies 
wa-o  engaged  in  the  struggle  for  independence,    and  dur- 
in-  tliis  period  the  settlemeat  of  this  town  was  much  re- 
tailed: yet,  at  the  close  of  tbe  wrr  35  families  had  homes 
in  -Bullock's  Grant."     Wa  hara  give  the  names  of  thes . 
famihes,  followed  by  brief  sketches  of  their  subsequent  liis- 
tory.     Lemuel  Hathaway,    Daniel  Wetherel,    Wm.  Wilbur 
Jjs^ph  Williams,     Joseph  WihiamF,  Jun.,    Wm.  and  The.. 
Williams,    Loved  Eddy,    and   Zechariah  Paddleford,  from 
Taimton;     John  Bourn,    Joseph  Bishop,      C  3mfort  Bates, 
Abial  Dunham,  Michael  Sweet,   and  David  Matthews,  from 
Attleborough  ;   Si  neon  Hodges,  and  Snellem  Babbitt,  frcm 
Norton;  Peleg  Hathaway,   Nathan  Sherman,  and  Mr.  Reed 
from  Middleborough  ;  Peter  Bannet,  and  Eliezur  Edson  of 
Pelham;    Joshua  Felt  fromEaston;    James  Nelson    from 
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Brimfield:  'William  In grp ham  from  Eehobotli:  Nathan 
Haskins  from  Shutesbury  :  Samuel  Rogers  and  Wm.  Tol- 
man  from  Sharon  .  Wm.  Bowen  from  Warren,  R.  I. ;  Sam- 
uel Read,  Shubael  Fuller,  Izariah  Heath,  Joseph  Putney, 
a  man  by  name  of  Murphy,  and  another  by  the  name  of 
Hamlin,  from  Home  part  of  Connecticut. 

The  families  of  the  two  Hathaways  remained  in  tovra, 
and  many  of  their  descendants  still  reside  here. 

Wm.  Williams  kept  the  first  Hotel,  or  "  Tavern,"  in  the 
town,  obtaining  his  license  in  1794.  The  Williams  famihes 
kept  Hotel,  and  were  residents  of  the  town  for  many  years. 

The  Eddy  and  Paddleford  famihes  were  also  represented 
in  town,  for  the  greater  portion  of  time  sin-e  its  settle- 
ment.   The  Paddlefords  lived  for  some  time  in  wh^t  is  now 

called  the  "Bi*ier." 

Mr.  Bishop  did  not  remain  long  in  the  plrce.    becoming 

discontented  he  removed  to  Adams. 

The  descendants  of  Mr.  Bourn  sfiH  reside  in  town.  John 
Bourn  was  born  in  1783,  being  the  first  male  child  born  in 
Savoy.  Caleb  Bourne,  of  this  family,  was   for  many    years

a  teacher  and  a  prominent  man  in  the  town.     Other  mem 
bars  of  this  family  are  mentioned  in  another  part  of  this 
book. 

Simeon  Hodges  came  hsra  in  1777  (  we  balieve, )  and  the 
Hodges  of  North  Adams,  are  members  of  the  family,  none 
Hving  in  Savoy  at  the  present  time. 

Snellem  Babbitt,  who  came  to  Savoy  in  1787,  was  a  man 
of  good  education  coupled  with  energy.  He  became  a  leader 
in  public  matters,  receiving  almost  every  office  at  the  h«nd 
of  his  fellow  townsmen.  He  lied  in  1854,  in  his  94th  year. 
Mr.  Babbitt's  descendant-  have  all  been  characterized  by    i 
spirit  of  energy  and  enterprise.  His  son,  Edward  remained 
in  town,   and  was  prominent  in  all  town  affairs,  indefd,   it 
is  related,  so  great  was  his  influence,  that  at  town  meft'r-'j!- 
many  voters  waited  until  "Ned  Babbitt"  had  voted,  before 
acting  on  important  questions.  A.  J.  Babbitt  ( a  son  of  Ed- 
ward ),  h<is  also  tiken  an  active  part  in  public  and  political 
matters,  and  was  for  many  yeirs  manufacturer  of  the  fam- 
ous "Bnbbitt"  Ax.  He  now  resides  in  Springfield,  Mess. 
Others  will  receive  notice  under  head  of  Physicians,  Etc. 
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The  Shermans  located  in  tli3  Niw  Stita,  and  the  differ- 
ent branches  of  the  family  have  constituted  a  majority  of 
the  inhabitants  in  this  section,  at  any  time,  during  the  last 
seveaty  five  years.  Am^ng  these  were  Abial,  Jacob,  Joseph 
and  Seth.  Jacob  died  in  1873  at  an  advanced  age.  The 
only  Shermans,  now  living  in  Savoy,  are  members  of  his 
family. 

Nathan  Haskins  was  an  early  settler,  and  was  the  first 
settled  minister  in  town;  as  such  rec3ivinLy  the  right  of  380 
acres  reserved  as  a  donation  ior  the  first  minister.  His  de- 
scendants formed  a  large  portion  of  the  population  in  the 
district  known  as  '-Spruce  Corner." 

Mr.  Dunham  settled  in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  and 
from  him  are  descended  the  Dunhams  mentioned  hereafter 
in  these  pages. 

We  are  unable  to  give  an  account  of  the  remaining  fam- 
ilies, and  have  not  learned  how  long  they  remained  in  th^ 
town.  Others  came  soon  after  the  close  of  the  Revolution- 
ary war.  A  large  part  of  "  Bulbck's  Grant,"  together  with 
other  small  tracts  of  land,  was  incorporated,  with  all   the 
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inhalntants  thereon,  as  a  town,  Feb.  20,  1797,  with  its 
present  name,  given  (undoubtaily  )  b33ause  v)f  its  resem- 
blance to  the  mountain  3us  country  of  Savoy  in  Europe. 

In  the  act  of  incorporation  its  boundaries  are  given  as 
fallows:  Eist  lin3,  fr^n  S3aLa  wast  corner  of  Hiwley  2060 
rods  to  Cold  river ;  North  line,  1245  rois  on  the  channel  of 
said  river,  then  780  rods  to  Adams  lin  3 ;  Was  ;  line,  1060 
rods  south,  then  80  deg.  west,  240  rods  to  Cheshire  line, 
thence  east  446  rods  to  stake  and  stones,  thence  south  330 
to  Windsor  line ;  South  line,  1723  rods  to  first  mentioned 
comer  of  Hawley. 

The  town  is  situated  on  the  Hoosac  range  of  the  Green 
Mountains,  110  miles  west  of  Boston. 

SKETCHES  OF  FAMILIES,  &c. 

Some  of  the  older  families  in  the  south  part  of  the  town, 
are  Inpfraham^^,  Bowkers,  Biteses,  Blisses,  and  Sturtevants. 
Wm.  Ingraham  was  one  of  the  original  settlers,  and  an  in- 
fluential citizen.  Obadiah  Ingraham  (son  of  Wm. )  was  for 
many  years  owner  of  a  G^rist  mill  at  th3  HiUow.  was  also  ^. 
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Deacon  in  the  chureh.    His   son,   D  ^cvid  IngTaham,  is   now 
T3wn  Clerk  in  Savoy.  The  Bowker=;  ^Y3l•e  w^Al  eiu^ated,  all

son,  Duan9,  is  extensivaly  engage  1  in  tlii   lunbjr  business 
in  Nevada.    Of  the  Bates  family,  S.  W.  B  ites.  alone,  resides 
in  tow^n.       The  Sturtevants  came  to  Swoy  in   1811,    sinee

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In  the  south  eastern  par.  of  ths  town,  the  older  families 
were  those  of  Benjamin  Carpanter,  who  settled  where  Mr. 
Elbridge  Ingraham  now  lives,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  th 
Carpenters  residing  in  this  s action  ;  of  Mr.  Mirick,  froii- 
New  Bedford.  Allen  and  Noah  Mirick,  his  sons,  still  reisd  ■ 
in  the  p!icj  ;  of  t'u  Rjoi'.aT^jjns ;  a'l.l  of  Oipt.  John  Dem- 
ing,  who  cam3  frjm  Wj!:'i3rsfi3ld,  Ci,  in  1811.  Mr.  Deny- 
ing had  sever.il  children,  onj  o  ■  t'li  n,  Rbv.  Amos  Deming. 
is  yet  li-sdng  here.  The  ••  E  l3r  "  is  in  his  8Sfch  year,  was 
for  many  years  pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  this  place, 
has  baptized  over  200  persons,  and  officiated  at  142  wed- 
dings. He  now  lives  with  his  sons,  Mark  and  Amos,  enter- 
l^rising  farmers,  and  mmufiCuUrars  of  Boxes. 

In  the  part  new  called  Savoy  Centre,  lived  Mr  Consider 
Hathaway  and  his  family ;  the  Millers :  Samuel,  Barnard. 
Nathan  and  Wm.,  they  were  naturally  a  strong  and  hardy 
people.  Wm.  Miller  built  and  for  a  time  kept  a  Hotel  on 
the  omer,  now  owned  by  Wms.  Sherman.  There  are  aow 
f .  )ur  families  of  this  name  in  Savoy ;        The  Carters,   were 
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business  men,  in  their  day,  but  none  are  living  iijre  aL  the 
present  timj.  The  Wm.  Carter  place  is  now  owned  by  Lo- 
renzo Shaw,  of  Cummington,  who  built  here  a  steam  saw- 
mill, and  for  a  short  time,  carried  on  an  extensive  lumber 
business. 

In  the  New  Stato  were  the  Shermans,  ( already    mention- 
ed ).  the  Fish  families,  who  owned*  an  edge  tool  shop    near 
Cold  river,  north  east  of  W.  W.  Burnett's  resideace,      the 
Bliss,  Roberts,  Simmons,  and   Bridges  families.      Bradish 
Dunham,  who  lived  where  Horice  Ford  now  does,  was  one 
of  the  foremost  men  in  the  town,   t^il:i"!i<^  i^^rt  ii:i  all  pub]i"' 
aff-iirs.    Abel  Cai-penter  came  to  Berkshire  County,  in  1787 
Abel's  son,  Philo  Carpenter,  was  born  in  Sivoy,  Feb.   27th 
1805.  When  abi)ut  23  years  of  age  he  went  to  Troy,  N.  Y. 
rnd  afterwards  to  Chicago,  111.,  buying  land  in  that    place 
when  it  was  but  a  village  of  lag  houses.    He  established 
the  first  Sabbath  School,  snd  delivered  the  first  tempcr- 
nnce  lecture  in  Chicago.     He  has  become  wealthy,  and  hns 
hved  to  see  the  city  he   helped  to   build,   one  of  the  most 
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■I-      ■„  Ht.  TTnion     Mr.  Carpenter  has  given 
prospevons  cities  m  th3  Uaion.    JJ.r  f  „„„tt;, 

over  $100,000,  for  religious  and  edncational  purposes.  His 
brother,  the  late  Abel  Carpenter,  was  also  a  resident  of   he 
same  city.     We  might  also  mention  other  famUies  of  te 
section,  among  them,  the  Cains,  of  whom  Da.  James  Cain 
is  the  oldest  Uving  representative;   Daniel  Estes,  a  fomer 
,ea  captain,  whose  adventures  would  make  an  mtere.tm 
volume:  and  of  AVui.  Perkins,  the  ^^ther  of  Bev.  On.n 
Perkins,  a  Univer...iist  praachor,   and  grandfather  of  Rev. 
0  P  GitJord,  the  eminent  Baptist  preacher,  of  Boston. 
The  Tylers  have  left  the  town,  thair  farm  is  now  owned  by 
Dennis  Haskins,  who  has  near  here  a  stave  manufactory, 
fumishin"  emnloyment  to  a  number  of  persons. 

In  the  "Brier"  were  the  Daohams,  Daniel,  and  his  sons 
Uv-in,  and  Orrin  who  still  lives  in  the  place  ;  the  Pollys,  of 
■.vhom  Asa  is  the  oldest  now  Uving  here;  the  Snows  Sim- 
eon Russel  and  Harmoa,  all  intelligent  and  respected  c  t- 
izens-  Bev.  Nathf-niei  McCullock  was  a  resident  of  this 
sectic'n  from  about  1830  until  his  death  in  1867.   He  had  a

large  family :  though  only  three  of  his  children  remain  in 
the  town.  Four  of  his  sons  are  preachers,  in  the  western 
states  ;  the  families  of  Augustus  Maynard,  and  the  late  Eph- 
raim  Walker,  have  lived  here  for  many  years  ;  the  Joslyns, 
Rings,  end  Carpenters,  former  residents,  have  nearly  dis- 
appeared. In  1841,  Russel  Snow,  Ezri  Sterns,  and  J.  B. 
Cudworth  built  a  tanuery,  near  where  E.  J.  Crandall's  savr- 
mill  now  stands,  which  was  afterwards  owned  by  Mr.  Alvin 
Cudworth,  and  finally  by  Timothy  Baker  who  carried  on 
the  business  until  1860,  when  it  was  given  up.  Mr.  Baker 
now  lives  in  Adams.  From  1866  to  1870  a  large  lumber 
mill  was  in  operation  here,  owned  by  parties  in  other  to\sTLs. 
The  lumber  business  is  now  carried  en  by  Asa  and  Har- 
vey Polly,  E.  J.  Crandall,  and  N.  B.  Baker 

In  the  "Spruce  Comer,  "  and  the  eastern  part  of  Savoy, 
the  early  settlers  were  Josiah  Blanchard,  Asel  Horton,  who 
came  from  Windsor  in  1800  :  and  E.  Leonard,  who  came 
in  1806.  The  Leonards  were  from  Raynham,  and  were  de- 
scendants of  the  Leonards,  owners  of  the  house  in  which 
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tbe  head  of  King  PMlUp  ( the  famous  Indian  warrior  )  was 
exhibited,  after  he  was  .lain  ia  battle.       Among  the  late. 
ve.ident«  were  Nelson  Wing;  Ethan  Maynard ;  Jos.ah  Txl- 
ton  who  came  from  Goshen,  in  1817  :  and  the  Barton  fam- 
T   This  is  a  pleasant  region  some  of  the  buildmgs  la  ely 
erected  giving  the  place  a  neat  appearance.    A  saw^mUl  is 
owned  by  J.  W.  Bourne,  and  Rev.  H.K  Flagg,  an  Ad^en.- 
ist  preacher  residing  here  a  greater  part  of  the  time    smce 
1863,  has  a  printing  office,  estabHshed  lately  for  the    pur- 
pose of  issuing  tracts,  &c.  ,  ^     -a  t.  pi,iiu,i» 
The  families  of  Mr.  Phillips,  (father  of  Dr.  H.P.  Philnps 

of  North  Adams  ),  the  Walkers,  Leon^r^s,  and  ^'^^^-^^  1^^^^ 
oa  tbe  road  leading  north  from  Savoy  Hollow,  over  the  lull 
known  as  "Fifty  one,"  from  the  number  of  the  original  lot. 
Since  the  introduction  of  the  modern  system  of  building 
roads  in  the  vallevs,  this  road  is  little  used,  and  the  region 
nearly  depopulated.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  old  road 
by  Ezekiel  Fuller's :  yet,  this  is  not  an  indication  of  declmr, 
since  better  advantages  are  afforded  in  the  valleys.

CHURCHES  AND  MINISTERS. 

The  people  of  this  town  have  always  taken  a  lively  inter- 
erest  in  all  religious  mat':ers,  and  while  a  majority  of  the 
hill  towns  in  New  England  have  had  but  one  church,  ( gen- 
erally the  Cangregitional )  this  one  has  nurtured  almost 
every  denomination  :  indeed,  it  has  been  the  birthplace  of 
one  of  the  "isms"  whose  remarkable  growth  commands 
the  attention  of  our  whole  nation. 

The  first  church  organization  in  Savoy,  was  that  of  thj 

FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 

organized,  at  the  house  of  Wm,  Williams,  June  24,  1786, 
consisting  of  10  membars,  viz  :  Nathan  Hiskins  and  wife, 
Wm.  Williams  and  wife,  Lucinda  Wilbore,  Nathan  and  Sol- 
omon Fay,  Benjamin  Biillen,  Ze^hariah  Paddlefori,  and 
Alice  Reed.  Nathan  Haskins,  the  first  minister,  was  or- 
dained Jan.  28,  1789,  and  was  pastor  until  his  death  on 
Dec.  10,  1802.  After  his  death  there  was  no  settled  pastor 
until  1810,  when  PhilHp  Pierce  became  pastor,  remaining 
until  1817.

THE    SECOND    BAPTIST    CHURCH 

.va.  or<.anized  at  New  State,  May  23,  1842,  with  24  mem- 
b-rs  Kev  N.  McCnllock  was  their  first  pastor,  Jas.  Cain, 
,lea^on  and  clerk.  AmosDeming  was  ordained  as  their  pas- 
tor May  27,  1834:  and  Edgar  F.  Cidy  Feb.  3,  1848.  J.  M- 
mipple  became  pastor  in  1849,  after  him  Rev.  A.  Demmg 
.as  called  to  his  second  pastorate.    In  1849  this  church 
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had  61  msmbers.  Soon  after  the  church  being  able  to  sup- 
port a  preacher,  disbanded  and  united  with  the  first  Bap- 
tist church.  Their  house  of  worship  was  built  in  1842,  and 
has  since  been  repaired  and  neatly  fitted  up  as  a  union 
church. 

THE   FIEST    CONGREGATIONAL    SOCIETY 

was  forraed  Feb.  18,  1811,  composed  of  20  members  hving 
in  Savoy  and  Windsor.  Rev.  JeT)hthah  Poole  was  ordain- 
ed pastor  of  this  church  Oct.  11,  1811.  After  his  dismissal 
the  pulpit  was  mainly  supplied  from  missionary  eourres. 
Their  church  was  erected  on  the  line  between  the  above 
named  towns,  near  Mr.  Hollis'  residence.  This  church,  at 
one  time,,  had  56  members. 

THE    METHODIST    SOCIETY 

was  organized  in  1834,    and  built  their  church  at  Savoy 
Hollow  in  1835.     The  names  of  the  pastors  of  this  church 
are  as  follows:    A.  C.  Whea^  S-^muel  Palmer,    Benjamin 
McLeoth,  Thomas  Marcy,  J.  B.  Dean,    Joha  Cad  well    A.

About  the  year  1810,    the  veritable  Joe.  Smith,   of  Mor- 
mon   notoriety,    coming  here  from  Vermont,  commenced 
the  formation  of  a  church,  or  '-  community.  "    Smi':h,  being 
a  man  of  considerable  tact  and  wonderful  psychological  or 
mesmeric  influence,  succeeded  in  attracting  many  followers 
in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  and  taking  a  wife,  he  seem . 
ed  likely  to  prosper:  when  lo !  a  former  wife  appeared,  an  1 
the  citizens  being  loth  to  accept  this  innovation,  he  made  a 
sudden  exit  in  search  of  "greener"  fields.     He  pftfrwT.rds 
gathered  his  "Church  of  the  Latter-day  S-^ints,"   at  Palmy- 
ra, N.  Y.,  taking  care  to  avvoid  future   "domestic  troubles'' 
h\  Becuring  their  sanction  through  inspired  (?)  revelatii)n. 

THE    SHAKHSS 

of  Xr-w  Lebanon,  N.  Y.,  established  here,  in  1815.  a  com- 
munitv  from  the  remnant  of  Smith's  followerp.  They  bui^'t 
".  grrist_niill,  shon,  a  hall  for  worship,  (now  used  as  shed  on 
H.  Ford's  place )  and  for  a  few  years  nrospered,  but  the  rr - 
gion  was  not  adapted  to  their  mode  of  living,  p.nd  after  five 
years  of  exnevim'^nt.  rpturned  to  New  Leb^'non,  with  sever- 
al families  from  Savoy.   Their  doctrines  were  a  curious  mix-

ture  of  triitli,  witchcraft,  and  superstition.  The  excitement 
p.  teniling  this  revival  was  intense,  and  several  jDersons  be- 
came insane  from  its  effects. 

SCHOOLS,  TEACHEKS,  ETC. 

P  -ovision  wis  mal;^.  for  the  support  of  schools  by  the  res- 
i-v  tion  of  013  riqhtfor  this  purpose.  At  the  first  town- 
ineetincr,  held  at  the  house  of  Wm.  Williams  Apr.  24,  1797, 
the  sum  of  §  80,  was  appropriated  for  schools.  Of  course 
tliis  amount  would  not  furnish  superior  advantages  to  the 
cliildren  of  those  days,  but  it  sufficed  to  give  our  forefath- 
ers 1  d3cent  common  school  education,  and  a  better  idea  cf 
civility  than  is  acquired  in  some  of  our  modern  schools. 

As  time  advanced,  the  amount  raised  for  schools  was  in- 
croased.  and  in  1815  reached  the  sum  of  $  250.  In  1829  the 
sf^hool  fund  accruing  from  the  sale  of  S'"'}iool  right  ( sold  in 
1821 ),  and  ministerial  right  ( sold  in  1828  ),  was  $  1071.  96. 
The  school  interests  have  always  been  well  sustained, 
and  the  pupils  generally  as  forward  as  those  in  other  com- 
mon schools.  Among  the  teachers  originating  in  S^voy  are 
the  following  :  Bridish  Dunham  ; 'Caleb  Bourne  ;  Ward  B. 
Bates,  an  expert  mathematician,  now  residing  at  Earlville, 
m.:  F.  C.  Bourne  ;  O.  Perkins,  Iste  principal  of  the  Insti- 
tute at  Cooporstown,  N.  Y.;

?iolitical,  as  in  social  circles.  Henry  -T.  Dunham,  of  Stock- 
bridofe,  Mass.  is  also  an  eminent  '^ivl  respected  lawyer.  Mr. 
Dunham  is  the  puthor  of  a  rpcf-qt  publication  entitled  ''The 
Game  Laws  of  Massachusetts."

WAE  EECOED. 

We  can  not  look  with  pride  upon  our  records  of  the  Rev- 
olution :  in  fact,  the  only  tradition  concerning  the  matter 
has  an  unpatriotic  savor.  It  is  said  that  a  young  pioneer  (we 
with-hold  his  name)  was  engaged  in  clearing  land  when  the 
call  was  made,  for  volunteers  to  defend  the  military  stores, 
and  striking  his  axe  into  a  stump,  he  resolutely  shouldered 
liis  musket  and  started  for — his  mother's  home  in  Norton. 
The  following  were  soldiers  of  the  Revolution  afterwards 
residing  in  Savoy : 

Joseph  Williams,  Snellem  Babbitt, 

John  Cam,  Elijah  Turner, 
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In  the  war  of  1812,  the  town  funiisbed  her  full  quota  of 
soldiers.  At  the  thne  of  the  threatened  invasion  of  Boston, 
the  company,  to  which  the  Savoy  mihtia  belonged,  were  or- 
dered to  the  defense  of  the  cipittl,  and  in  their  zeil  march- 
ed to  Boston,  without  adequate  rest  or  refreshment,  render- 
ing themselves  unfit  for  action.  (  Happily  their  services  at 
the  iime  were  not  i:e3d9d).  When  the  company  came  within 
sight  of  the  city,  one  of  the  Savoy  soldiers,  given  to  stam- 
mering, exclaimed  in  astonishment:  "  G-g-good  G — d !  see 
the  h-housen."  We  are  unable  to  give  a  list  of  the  men,  but 
have  obtained  the  names  of  several,  viz:
